Then Riscau fired twice. The first

The text of the memorandum of the 


German foreign minister also

made public by the state department- 
"It is the earnest desire of the gov- 


ernment of Germany to re,ich an. ac- 
cord with the governments of the al- 
lied and associated powers and it is 
wncere in Its purpose to meet their 
requirements as far as possible," 
Simons' communication stated. 


"That an agreement was not reach- 


ed at the conference in London on the 
q-uestlon of reparations is a matter of 
extreme regret to the government of 
Germany. In their effort to reach an 
agreement the delegates 
from

many went far beyond the limits con- 
sidered possible for Germany and the 
judgment of an overwhelming ma 
jonty of their economic experts. 


Willing to Pay 


"It was asserted that Germany is 


reluctant to recognize her obligation 
to make reparations. This Is not cor

It is entirely clear not only to 


the eox eminent of Germany but to 
the German people also that Germany 
must make reparation, to the limft of 
her ability to pay. 


"In view of the foregoing two con- 


siderations in regard to reparations

-Also there is a county superintendent of 


schools for the districts outside the cities 
of Appleton and Kaukauna. and a- contest 
for the office of state superintendent of 
schools, neither of which should be over- 
looked by the voters, for these offices in- 
volve policies of far-reaching effect in the 
management and direction of our county 
anrl state school systems, and it is highly 
desirable that no mistake shall be made 
and that the best candidates for these of- 
fices shall be chosen. 


It is to be hoped the women voters will 


not fail to do their part in tomorrow's 
election- In the recent presidential elec- 
tion the women displayed a commendable 
interest but in the -more recent primary 
their part in the. election was quite disap- 
pointing. This too. may well be said of 
the men voters, as little interest of any 
kind was displayed in the selection of city 
and county candidates. But the women 
will again have something to do for Ap- 
pleton, Outa-gamie county and the Tenth 
judicial district, by showing an interest in 
tomorrow's election, and it is hoped that 
"•hey will turn out in large numbers and 
thereby set a good example for male 
voters. 


WARFTELD'S PLAN FOE RAILROADS 


As congress approaches the railroad 


problem attention is called to the Warficld 
Plan. This plan is advocated by the Na- 
tional association of Owners of Railroad 
Securities. The leader is S. Davies War- 
field. The "Warfield Plan is said to pre- 
sent the side of organizations and people 
that own $11.000.000,000 of railroad 
securities, mostly bonds. These owners in- 
clude insurance companies, colleges, trust 
funds, hundreds of thousands of private 
individuals, and the $850,000,000 which 
American mutual savings banks have in- 
vested in railroad securities out of -$3.- 
000.000,000 deposited in these banks 
by 10.000,000 depositors, 


i 
The Warfield Plan is a middle-of-the- 


road proposition between government 
ownership and unrestrained private own- 
ership. It would not, according to "VTar- 
field. "repeal or replace any part of the 
Esch-Ctrmmins act, the continued oper- 
ation of which is essential." The basic 
idea is that the railroads cannot function 
t)n a profit of less than 6 per cent on their 
investment. Any profits in excess of 6 
per cent would be divided in three equal 
parts among railroad labor, the govern- 
ment and a fund for improving railroad 
property. That was the original Warfield 
plan, advanced when the Esch-Cummins 
acf was being framed. 
\ The feature of the Warfield plan that 
ehould attract closest scrutiny in congress 
is rather involyed method by which the 
roads would in effect he consolidated into 
a few systems, with four boards and 40 
committees running the whole show. These. 
'boards arid committees wonlH represent 
shippers, railroad executives and the peo- 
ple through the Interstate 
Commerce 


commission. '' This,'' says the Wall Street 
Journal, "if it resulted in anything more 
than a group of ingeniously articulated 
debating societies, would mean a perilous 
degree of railroad centralization and bu- 
reaucratic management." 


Some authorities take the opposite view, 


Warfield himself says his plan provides, by 
congressional legislation, a National Rail- 
way service to purchase cars and other 
equipment to be furnished to railroads on 
an economical basis without profit, and as a 
means for co-ordinating facilities and ser- 
vice. This National Railway service, he 
argues, would have '' extended poAvers for 
financing and leasing equipment under 
plans it is said will save many millions of 
dollars in preventing duplication of equip- 
ment by the carriers, now necessary when 
each carrier is required to buy its maxi- 
mum equipment requirements." 


A constructive program for the rail- 


roads is perhaps the country :s greatest do- 
mestic problem. There are many reasons 
arguing for joint proprietorship in the 
railroads of the government and the pub- 
lic, along with the owners. The character 
of this proprietorship should, if attempt- 
ed, probably be confined to supervision 
and control so far as the government is 
concerned, and to the use of surplus earn- 
ings for betterments and improved ser- 
vice on the part of the public. 


A REACTION TO MONARCHY 


Former Emperor Carl would not have 


returned to Austria and Hungary if he had 
not expected to regain his throne. That 
much is certain. Carl's chance of regain- 
ing his throne is greater in Hungary, 
where it might be no difficult matter to 
transform the regency into a restoration 
of the Hapsburg monarchy. Austria is a 
republic, but it also might be won to the 
former Emperor's side by an old-fash- 
ioned* coup. Regardless of the outcome, 
monarchists hope to unite the two coun- 
tries with Carl on the throne. 


Constantine. Carl's former partner-exile 


in Switzerland, returned to the Greek 
throne, where he appears to be seated 
firmly. By royal marriages of two of his 
children, he has strengthened his position. 
Constantino's success, despite allied oppo- 
sition, encouraged Carl to break his pa- 
role in Switzerland. 


But the case of former Emporor Carl 


eclipses Constantine's. 
The Hapsburgs 


were equally guilty with the Hohenzol- 
lerns in starting the World war. For cen- 
turies the Hapsburg family in Vienna was 
the center of European intrigue, the stock 
exchange where diplomats traded, gam- 
bled and conspired. What we call "Trou- 
ble in the Balkans" could in nearly all 
cases be traced to Vienna—and the Haps- 
burg back door. 


Give a Hapsburg a return to the throne 


and we will soon havo the Hohenzollerns 
easting 
their fishlines toward Berlin. 


Back of these king intrigues is the distress 
of the central European and Balkan peo- 
ple. 
They are dangerously ripe for any- 


thing that offers a change. It is, how- 
ever, doubtful if the Hungarian or Aus- 
trian people would for any period of time 
endure the return of a monarchy. A peo- 
. pie who have once tasted of democracy 


will not long be content with imperialism.

Probably the moat important period of a man's 


life as regards the selection of his food, is from the 
second to the seventh year of his boyhood. From 
father's exhaustive study of the science and my per- 
sonal experience of the art of boy feeding in the 
past six years we have arrived at some practical, 
conclusions which I her* set down.

njigested. absorbed and utilized for energy) and most 
essential food elements in th© diet of infants and 
young children. Mother's milk is more- than half 
sugar, so far as its nutritive elements 
are con- 


cerned. 
The sanitarium food specialists may be 


right there with the diet for invalids, but I tell 
you again they are tembly mistaken when they 
preach no sugar "and no. candy or no sweets for 
young children. 


Dad insists on keeping on onr table a big bowl of 


the brownest, crudest grade of brown sugar there 
is, and he has never -worried whether I used half a 
spoonful or srix. spoonfuls on my entire wheat or 
oats or on my bread and butter. He prefers the 
crude brown to the so-called refined pale sugar be- 
cause the brown contains about 200 times as much 
mineral matter as the white granulated sugar, and 
this mineral matter is essential to health. And when 
it comes to good health, I'm always ready to line 
up alongside any poor little kid who is denied sugar 
by his misguided parents. 


Tes. it is true that some of the oldtime pediatrici- 


ans or baby specialists were bady obsessed with the 
sanitarium conception of boy feeding, and their 
nimble little handbooks for anxious mothers arc still 
doing a lot of harm by propagating the great error 
even if the specialists themselves have long since 
changed their views regarding sugar as food. 


So. come on, good parents, if you've got a boy 


boarding at your house, loosen up with the sugar 
bowl and make it brown, the darker the better.

energy, their active minds and their 
artistic instincts, and then wonder 
what brought them to the low leve
